The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 recites, inter alia, winding being formed by a conductor strip wound around a 
core to form multiple layers, wherein the conductor strip at its longitudinal rims placed at a 
distance in a direction of the center axis is so tailor-cut that its width increases steadily from the 
core towards an outside until the width reaches a maximum value. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor would 
it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
